St. Stephen's Church, organized in the early 1870's re- 
sulted from the missionary efforts of St. David's Church, 
Manayunk. According to the church's records, the congrega- 
tion was cited by the City of Philadelphia for its efforts 
in the operation of an emergency hospital during an influ- 
enza epidemic in 1918 and 1919. Because of the impact of 
the Great Depression, St. Stephen's Church assumed tempo- 
rary mission status in 1936. The congregation again ke- 
came an independent parish in 1946. 


Church properties include the church building, a par- 
ish house, and a rectory. The church seats approximately 
180 persons and is in fair condition. The Church Self- 
Study Form notes the need for improvements to the building 
which have been estimated at approximately $8,900.00. At- 
tached to the church is a two-story parish house of stone 
construction. Insurance on the church and the parish house 
is equivalent to the replacement value of the buildings. 
Separated from the church is a rectory of eight rooms and 
bath. This stone structure is in fair condition and is al- 
most 100 years old. No immediate improvements are indicated 
as needed. Insurance coverage equals the replacement value 
of $10,000.00. 


THE CHURCH NEIGHBORHOOD 


St. Stephen's Church serves the Wissahickon section of 
the City of Philadelphia. There are apartment and single- 
home dwellings in the immediate vicinity of the church. Al- 
зо located within the church neighborhood are three other 
religious denominations and one public elementary school. 
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For the purposes of this Study, an arbitrary parish area 
has been assigned for St. Stephen's Church. In conformity, 
with United States Census Bureau divisions, this area com- 
prises Census Tracts PH-21T, PH-21U, and PH-21lV. St. 
Stephen's Church is included in Census Tract PH-21V. The 
1960 population of this arbitrarily assigned parish area was 
13,448 persons. 


With the exception of Census Tract PH-21U, no statistics 
were available on the population of the parish area in 1950. 
In 1960, there were 4,033 persons residing in Census Tract 
PH-21V. ОЕ this number, children 14 years of age and under 
comprised 24.5%, adults 65 years of age and older made up 11.5%, 
and non-whites made up 0.1%. The median family income was 
highest in Census Tract PH-21U, and 73.7% of the residents in 
Census Tract PH-21V occupied the same dwellings in the five- 
year period between 1955 and 1960. Similar information is avail- 
able on the additional census tracts in the parish area:

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The United States Census Bureau also provides informa- 
tion regarding the education of adults 25 years of age and 
over residing in the area in 1960. Within Census Tract 
PH-21V, high school graduates accounted for 22.6% of the 
1960 population, persons having received from one to three 
years of college training made up 4.6%, and college gradu- 
ates comprised 2.8%. The median educational level of the 
census tract was 10.0 years. The median age for males was 
31.0 years and the median age for females was 36.3 years. 
The following chart offers additional information. Observe 
that Census Tract PH-21U had the highest percentage of high 
School and college trained persons, as well as the highest 
median ages for both males and females:

As mentioned earlier, the 1960 population of this arbi- 
trarily assigned parish area was 13,448 persons. As a result 
of this Study, a total of 513 Episcopalians, representing 
3.8% of the 1960 population, were located in the area. Of 
these persons, 195, or 38.0%, were directly associated with 
St. Stephen's Church. These individuals constituted 75.9% 
of the total mapped membership of this congregation. In the 
following chart, it will be seen that Census Tract PH-21T 
had the highest concentration of Episcopalians, with 212, 
and that membership in St. Stephen's Church was lowest in 
Census Tract PH-21U:

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REPORTED MEMBERSHIP AND FINANCIAL DATA FROM JOURNALS 


During the decade of 1950 to 1960, the baptized member- 
ship of St. Stephen's Church decreased vy 20.7%, going from 
299 persons to 237. During the three years of 1961 and 1963, 
however, the baptized membership resumed an increasing pat- 
tern. Communicant strength also followed a decreasing trend 
іп the decade of 1950 to 1960. Decreasing by 20.8%, commu- 
nicant strength went from 255 persons in 1950 to 202 in 1960. 
The decrease continued into 1961, remained stable in 1962, 
and increased in 1963. Registration in the church school in- 
creased by 51.1%, going from 51 in 1950 to 77 in 1960. There 
was a decrease in 1961, but since 1962 registration has been 
on the upswing. 


In the three-year period of 1961 to 1963, 22 persons 
were baptized and 19 were confirmed at St. Stephen's Church. 
The ratios of baptisms and confirmations to the communicant 
strength were 4.4% and 3.8% respectively. These may be com- 
pared with the Roxborough-Manayunk averages of 3.0% and 2.6%. 
Averages for Philadelphia County were 3.7% and 3.1%, while the 
diocesan averages were 3.9% and 4.1%. 


The combined total reported expenditures during the 
three-year period under consideration amounted to $42,782.00. 
Of this amount, $2,305.00, or 5.4%, were utilized for pur- 
poses outside of the parish. The area average for this period 
was 10.0%. The averages for Philadelphia County and for the 
diocese were 12.2% and 14.2% respectively. Computed on an 
individual basis, extra-parochial expenditures per communi- 
cant at St. Stephen's amounted to $4.64. The area average 
was $3.68 as compared with the county average of $9.57 and 
the diocesan average of $10.45. Expenditures per communi- 
cant at St. Stephen's amounted to $86.08 for the three-year 
period, as compared with the area average of $37.65. The 
corresponding averages for Philadelphia County and the Dio- 
cese of Pennsylvania were $78.57 and $73.71 respectively.

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DATA ON THE CONGREGATION 


There меге 218 persons tabulated оп the аде/зех chart 
of the Episcopal Census. Of this number, 99 persons, or 
45.5%, were males and 119, or 54.5%, were females. Chil- 
dren 14 years of age and under comprised 23.8% of the re- 
spondents, while adults 65 years of age and older comprised 
10.1%. 


Of 229 persons reporting on their occupations, 146 were 
not gainfully employed: 23 were pre-students, 55 were stu- 
dents, 53 were housewives, and 15 were retired. There were 
83 gainfully employed persons, representing 36.2% of the re- 
spondents. Among this group, craftsmen were largest with 
26, followed by clerical workers with 14, and managers, with 
125 - 


Of 221 persons, 219 were baptized and two were not. 
Further, 148 were communicants and 73 were not. 


Of 39 families who reported on the number of children 
living at home, 12 had one child, 14 families had two chil- 
dren, eight had three children, four had four children, and 
one family had five or more children. 


There were 165 persons who reported on their length of 
membership in the congregation. Of this number, 25 had been 
members less than five years, 42 had been members from five 
to nine years, 25 from 10 to 14 years, 21 from 15 to 19 
years, and 52 had been members 20 years of more. 


A total of 133 adults 25 years of age and older reported 
on their educational status. Of this number, five were col- 
lege graduates, 17 had received from one to three years of 
college training, 39 were high school graduates, 40 had re- 
ceived from one to three years of high school education, 31 
had received from five to eight years of elementary educa- 
tion, and one had received from one to four years of elemen- 
tary training.

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о DISCUSSION AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


ST. STEPHEN'S CHURCH, Wissahickon, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 


This congregation was organized in the early 1870's as 
a mission of St. David's Church, Manayunk, located a short 
distance to the northwest. St. Stephen's Church entered in- 
to union with the diocese in 1887, and as a result of the ef- 
fects of the Great Depression, reverted to mission status in 
1936. The congregation was reinstated as a parish in 1946. 


Church properties include a rectory, the church build- 
ing, a parish house, all of stone construction. The build- 
ings are reported to be in fair condition, with the church in 
need of a new heating system and other alterations estimated 
to cost about $8,900.00. The program of insurance coverage on 
the church properties seems adequate. 


The situation in the church school merits some study. 
There appears to be no formal program of recruitment, training, 
and supervision of teachers. The worship schedule indicates 
that the church school services coincide with regular church 
services. Classroom registration, in some cases, is too small 
to justify separate classes. Іп the opinion of the General Di- 
vision of Research and Field Study, a special committee should 
be appointed to review the situation in the church school. 
This committee might be responsible for devising means of in- 
creasing the enrollment, recruiting teachers, and in consulta- 
tion with the rector, developing a regular program of teacher- 
training. It might wish to consider the feasibility of having 
all church school students attend the main service in the church 
before classes begin. Arrangements could be made with the rec- 
tor to have church school students excused from the service at a 
specially appointed time. The committee might also wish to con- 
sider more realistic age groupings in the classes. 
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The program of adult education, as outlined in the Church 
Self-Study Form, involves 30 persons. This appears to be in- 
adequate in a parish of this size. Adult education should be 
extended to include as many members in the congregation as роз- 
sible. In this connection, the organizations of the church 
should be considered as outlets for the adult education pro- 
gram. The level of participation in the affairs of the church 
may also be considered at this time. Of 75 adult women, 40 
are active in the affairs of two organizations. Of 59 adult 
men, 30 are active in the affairs of three organizations. Two 
organizations of mixed membership involve 36 persons. The 
educational program in the organizations listed appears to be 
inadequate. Further, it is observed that the rector assumes 
active leadership and direction in the affairs of four of the 
eight organizations listed. Obviously, there is a pressing 
need for more active lay participation in the direction of these 
organizations. At the time of the visitation meeting, it was 
pointed out that leadership does exist in the parish, but is 
only manifested when individual interests are being served. 
This situation should be corrected, its solution resting on an 
education program which aims at defining the purpose and mean- 
ing of the church in the lives of its members. Such a program 

would also serve as a means of developing lay leadership in the 
areas of evangelism, recruitment, and stewardship. 


It is felt that the financial picture of this congregatinn 
should be commented upon at this point. The Church Self-Study 
Form notes that income is derived from pledges and plate offer- 
ings. Income reported totals $6,138.49. Total current expenses 
were listed as $13,498.88. Obviously, there is a big difference 
between income and expenditures. The congregation's concern 
should be: How does it account for the difference between income 
and expenditures? What other sources of income are at its dis- 
posal? Are the members supporting the church financially in pro- 
portion to their capacity to do so? These questions cannot be 
ignored. At the time of the visitation meeting, it was pointed 
out that the financial condition was unfavorable, and that а ке- 
cent diocesan edict against the use of games of chance in fund 
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raising for the church would have а negative effect on the con- 
gregation's ability to support itself. It must be repeated 
here that stewardship is a matter of deep spiritual concern and 
ought to be construed as an expression of thanksgiving. The 
satisfaction of the needs of this congregation should not be 
confined exclusively to special-fund appeals and projects. 
Rather, the emphasis shouid be оп consistent sacrificial and 
effective pledging. 


It is observed that in the 33-year period between 1930 and 
1963 a total of 12 clergymen have served in this parish. The 
short tenure of the clergymen should also be a matter of concern, 
Why has there been such a rapid turnover of clergymen? Does 
the financial situation offer a clue in this matter? How long 
will the present incumbent remain, considering, among other 
things, his salary of $3,249.98? 


In the opinion of the General Division of Research and 
Field Study, this congregation might wish to consider union with 
either of its two sister Episcopal churches: St. David's, 
Manayunk, its mother church; or St. Timothy's Church, located 
four blocks north of St. Stephen's. Realizing the proximity of 
these three churches, the practicality of the continued existence 
of St. Stephen's Church should be questioned. The General Divi- 
sion of Research and Field Study understands this will present 
a crucial question, and further suggests that the congregation 
enter into serious dialogue with diocesan representatives, and 
with representatives of St. David's Church and St. Timothy's 
Church. 


The General Division of Research and Field Study would be 
remiss in its responsibility if it did not recognize the slight 
progress that has resulted from the efforts of the present гес- 
tor and a few dedicated members of the congregation.
